of the residents and have failed 
to support Drale in his motion.

The prospect that the City of Torrance may negotiate s
new garbage and rubbish hauling contract without benefit of
calling for bids loomed this week, a* rumors persisted that the
present contractor. <«eorge <«reen, would be awarded a price
of 40 cent* per home per month for such collections.
The present rate is 25 cental"

per home, and Green has asked
for 40 cents for each home.

However, according to Coun­ 
cilman Nick Drale, it. is possible 
that the City Council may be 
planning to renew the Green 
contract at the higher rate with­ 
out giving olher contractors an 
opportunity to bid on the busi­ 
ness. \

If Green were awarded 40 
cents per home per month, it 
would mean a cost to the tax­ 
payers of about $40.000 a year 
for rubbish and garbage collec­ 
tion.

The present contract, based on 
the 25 cents per home figure, 
is $23,500 for the year 1950-51.

The garbage is fed to hogs 
on the Green ranch, and cans 
and bottles are disposed of on 
the contractor's property by the 
cut and cover system.

That there will be protests 
against awarding the contract 
without calling: for bids was the 
prediction of Drale.
